Hospitals update their plans

cial measures in December 
last year, and published its 
improvement plan, unlocking 
our potential, in April.

Hospital bosses said the latest 
monthly update addressed some 
of the issues highlighted by the 
care quality commission.

times unavailable and too many 
clinics are cancelled. 

“Our staff have been working 
hard to redesign a service that 
will offer our patients the expe¬ 
rience they deserve. 

“Within six weeks we have 
cut by the number of outpatient 
clinic cancellations by around 
75 per cent.” 

One of the key challenges fac¬ 
ing the hospitals is recruiting 
permanent, specialist doctors 
and consultants to their emer¬ 
gency departments.

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MG looks to next 90 years

DEVOTION to a famous 
British brand which started 
out 90 years ago showed no 
sign of abating when an 
estimated 15,000 people 
gathered to celebrate MG’s 
special birthday. 

The event, organised by 
the MG Car Club, saw 
around 6,000 cars gather 
over the course of the two- 
day celebration at the 
Silverstone racing circuit in 
Northamptonshire. 

The club, which was 
founded in 1930, organises 
just such a gathering every 
year, but this year’s 90th 
anniversary event had 
added significance. 

MG Motor was backing 
the event too, offering MG 
fans the opportunity to go 
on an interactive journey 
with ‘MG Motor: The Next 
Ninety Years’ - taking them 
behind the scenes of the 
company and offering a 
glimpse into its future. 

The annual event sees MG 
owners from around the 
world gathering to show off 
their heritage cars spanning 
the whole of MG’s 90-year 
history. 

This year the MG Car Club 
organised a special timeline 
featuring models from every 
stage of the car-maker’s 
history. 

The famous MG initials 
were chosen by Cecil 



Kimber, the founder of MG, 
who chose them as a “nod” 
to William Morris, his 
employer, and the owner of 
Morris Garages. 

The first cars which were 
rebodied Morris models 
used coachwork from 
Carbodies of Coventry and 
were built in premises in 
Alfred Lane, Oxford. 

A few years later, in 1924, 
Kimber designed the 14/28 
Super Sports model, the first 
true MG, and the car that 
premiered the octagonal 
logo. The firm soon became 
known for its “affordable 
performance” cars. 

After operating from a 
number of homes in and 
around Oxford MG moved 
to its permanent home in 
Abingdon, Oxfordshire. 

The first MGs built in 
Birmingham at Longbridge 
were the MG1100/1300 
family in 1962 and MG 


models were also produced 
in Cowley in Oxford. 

MG built is millionth car, an 
MGB, in 1975. 

Over the course of its 
history it became part of 
Morris Motors, BMC, British 
Leyland and BAE, before 
being bought by BMW in 
1994. 

In 2000, MG Rover Group 
was formed following 
separation from the BMW 
Group and production of the 
MG TF began. 

In April 2005 MG Rover 
Group entered 
administration and the brand 
was purchased by NAC, 
which later merged with 
China’s largest car maker 
SAIC 

In May 2011, the MG6 GT, 
the first all-new MG in 16 
years was launched and the 
company recently entered 
the supermini market with its 
new MG3.

West Ham United 1 Southampton 3 
Brian Jeeves reporting 
from Upton Park 

WEST Ham United slumped to a 
disappointing Barclays Premier 
League defeat as rampant 
Southampton produced a scintillat¬ 
ing second half performance at 
Upton Park. 

The Hammers went into the game 
in eighth place, with three points 
from their opening two Premier 
League games. Meanwhile the 
Saints, under the management of 
Dutch legend Ronald Koeman, sat a 
further six positions back, but deter¬ 
mined to shake off the tag of relega¬ 
tion candidates which had been 
pinned to the south coast outfit fol¬ 
lowing an exodus of the clubs 
biggest talents during the summer. 

Following a string of changes and 
a midweek Capital One Cup exit to 
Sheffield United, Hammers manag¬ 
er Sam Allardyce reverted to the 
same team that had won so impres¬ 
sively at Crystal Palace last week. 

Indeed, because of the Palace 
result and performances in general, 
there seemed to be a newfound 
sense of optimism amongst the 
Upton Park crowd. This was height¬ 
ened prior to kick-off as the club 
paraded new loan signing Alex 
Song from Barcelona. 

But it was Southampton who start¬ 
ed the brighter, creating the opening 
opportunity when Dusan Tadic 
forced Adrian to scramble across his 
goal. At the other end, Ricardo Vaz 
Te almost benefitted from Carlton 


Cole's neat flick on, only for Eng¬ 
land international keeper Fraser 
Forster to read the situation. 

Ryan Cresswell cleared 
behind after Tadic had broken and 
centred from the left as the Saints 
continued to look the more likely, 
while Steven Davis was wayward 
with a speculative effort from dis¬ 
tance. 

The Hammers began to find their 
feet, with Captain Mark Noble dis¬ 
playing tigerish qualities in the cen¬ 
tre of midfield while Stewart Down¬ 
ing and Mauro Zarate toiled to cre¬ 
ate a viable opening. 

Indeed, West Ham should have 
grabbed the lead when Vaz Te’s 
close range effort was blocked by 
Forster after Downing's free-kick 
had deflected into his path. 
Nonetheless, just before the half 
hour mark West Ham broke the 
deadlock. Noble drove forward 
before firing a low effort beyond 
Forster that was defected on its way 
by Maya Yoshida. 

Saints looked for an immediate 
response. Pelle's header beat Adrian, 
but Cresswell was once again the 
man in the right place to clear off 
the line, then Davis fired over after 
a sweeping move down the left 
flank. 

The visitors had gained some 
momentum, and just before the 
interval Southampton deservedly 
drew level. Morgan Schneiderlin 
producing a composed finish after 
his initial shot had been rebuffed by 
Joey O’Brien. 

And the Saints looked to start the 
second period the way in which 


they'd finished the first. Shane Long 
forcing Adrian into a flying save 
after the former Hull City man had 
spun and struck neatly from the 
edge of the box. And Adrian was 
called into action again, clawing 
Tadic's fizzing drive around an 
upright as Southampton continued 
to press. 

West Ham were wobbling, 
and they received a hug slice of luck 
when Graziano Pelle turned in 
James Ward-Prowse's dead-ball 
only for a hawkeyed assistant to rule 
off-side. 

This was turning into everything 
the performance at Palace hadn't 
been for the Hammers, with passes 
going astray and a general uneasi¬ 
ness circulating in the stands. And it 
was no surprise when the visitors 
took the lead. Schneiderlin on hand 
at the near post to convert after West 
Ham slept from a short comer rou¬ 
tine worked in by the impressive 
Ward-Prowse. 

And it could have got worse for 
West Ham as Adrian was again in 
action, this time thwarting Pelle 
after Gaston Ramirez has played 
him in. 

Nevertheless, Southampton were 
firmly in control. In the final stages 
Adrian pushed out Clyne's low cen¬ 
tre but Pelle was on hand to fire 
home the Saints third sparking a 
mass exodus amongst the home 
crowd. 

West Ham looked a well beaten 
side, with Southampton stroking the 
ball about and playing with some 
swagger. Indeed, the final whistle 
drew a chorus of booing from the 


fans who had seemed so assured 90 
minutes previous. 

Afterwards, Ronald Koeman said: 
“I see today we are a much better 
team than West Ham, and deserved 
the three points.” 

When quizzed about the Saints 
superior sharpness, the Dutchman 
exclaimed: “We train much differ¬ 
ently to last season, less physical 
exercises, more football, more ball 
position exercises. We showed that 
in the last 10-15 minutes, and that’s 
the way I like to play.” 

A dissatisfied Sam Allardyce said: 
“It was a massive disappointment, 
particularly at home. And went on to 
describe his teams display as 'a mas¬ 
sive under performance right across 
the board'.” 

When Allardyce was asked if he 
expected to bring anyone else in 
before the transfer window closed, he 
said: “I don’t know, I’d just had a 
massive uplift last night (after signing 
Alex Song). For me, the big letdown 
is that he (Song) arrives on the pitch 
and it should have lifted everybody, 
particularly the players on the pitch. 

West Ham will look to get back on 
track when the visit the KC Stadium 
to take on Hull City, Monday Sep¬ 
tember 15, kick-off 8pm.
